From the Chicago Area and West: 
I-94. to exit 34; 1-196 north to Holland, Michigan: 
north of U.S) 31 to Russell Road: exit, and go. 
right seven miles’ to the Owasippe Scout 
Reservation Administration Center-and the 
Owasippe Museum: 


From Indianapolis and South: 
I-69 to 1-94: west'to U:S. 131; north to Grand 
Rapids: 1-96 to U.S. 31: north on U.S. 31 to 
Russell Road exit, then follow the same 
directions as aboye. 


From Detroit: 
1-96 west past Lansing and Grand Rapids to 
U.S. 31 northbound to the Russell Road exit, 
then the same direction as above. 


From the Southeast and East: 
Any route north to the Ohio Toll Road; west:to 
1-69; I-69 north to I-94 westward to U.S. 131 
then follow the same route north as given. from 
Indianapolis.

The History of 
the Museum: 


The building housing the museum was 
donated to the Chicago Area Boy Scouts by 
the Blue Lake Township in 1970. Since 1910 
the structure had served the township as a 
townhall. Its straight forward balloon 
construction was typical of numerous 
townhalls built throughout the mid-west at 


that time. 
It was in the year 1910 that the White Lake 


Chamber of Commerce gave the Scouts the 
original 40 acre site on Crystal Lake (Owasippe 
Lake) which was the beginning of Owasippe 
and the great Scout camping tradition that 
continues today. j 

In 1911 Owasippe opened for its first 
season of campers which has continued ever 
since. 

Today as a museum, the building serves as 
' a repository for Scouting memorabilia 


associated with Owasippe and the surrounding 
community. 

The museum is named after the late E. 
Urner Goodman who served as a Chicago Scout 
Executive and as Owasippe’s Reservation 
director in 1925.. He is also prominently known 
as the founder of the Order of the Arrow, a 
national fraternity within Scouting which 
promotes the camping tradition.
